Bridget borrowed $1,000 and gave a 
mortgage on the lot to Catherine Connors 
on March 2, 1871. The mortgage was not 
paid’ on Dec. 18, 1877, and Catherine Con- 
nors foreclosed on the property, according to 
the court records. Richard J. Prendergast 
bought it for $500. 8 . 

Heirs Charge Invalid Sale. 

Later Prendergast sold the property to 
Catherine Connors for $1. That was the 
start of trouble. Catherine Connors insisted 
on collecting $1 a month rent. Robert Baton, 
his wife and her children were living on the 
Property. So the three Klitzen children 
Started. a suit, asserting that their mother 
had no right to dispose of the property, and 
further charging that the punrnane by Pren-

After a running revolver battle Which 
lasted for several blocks and culminated tn 
a pistol duel on the roof of d four story 
apartment building, Harry Broad, 328 East 
Twenty-fifth street, was captured. by the 
police last night. He was charged wit! 
robbing George L. Guyatt, @ wealthy mili 
owner of Knox, Ind. Bread was taken only 
after he had emptied his revolver at a pur- 
suing squad of policemen and hed been 
clubbed into submission. 

The race through the streets, accompanied 
by the firing of more than a score of shots, 
and the fusillade on the roof aroused the 
whole neighborhood and threw occupants of 
the building where Broad made his final 
stand into panic. 


Robbery Near Police Station. 

The chase began when the firemen of en- 
gine company No. 9, which has quarters 
next door to the Cottage Grove avenue police 
station, saw two men stop almost opposite 
across the street. One held a revolver to 
the other’s head and began searching him. 
The victim of the holdup bunged at the rob- 
ber and received a blow on the head that 
felled him. One of the flremen ran into the 
police station to give the alarm, while the 
other yelled and started across the street. 

The robber snatched a purse from his vic- 
tim's pocket and started to flee as a squad of 
policemen, headed by Police Lieut. E. Grady, 
rushed out of the station. Then the pursuit 
began. 

Broad ran south in Cottage rewe avenue. 
Several shots whistied past him. At Twen- 
ty-sixth street he turned west. Seeing the po- 
licemen gaming on him, he wheeled and re- 
turned their fire. At 350 East Twenty-sixth 
street Broad stopped, fired at the pursuers, 
and ran into the doorway of the apartment 
building. At the point of his revolver he 
forced the elevator operator.to take him up 
to the top floor, Then he fled up the roof 
by a spiral stairway and creuched n. 
a edhimney. 

Battle on a Reof. 

Policémen reached the top floor a monient 
later. Lieut. Grady raised Als head above 
the ekyligit and was greeted with a shot 
which missed him by a few inches. 

Grady dropped below the line of fire and 
then worked the Indian fighter’ trick on 
the robber. Placing his hat on the end ofa 
policeman’s club, he raised it cautiously 
above thé scuttle. A bullet tore through 
the hat and it was pulled down. The police- 
man yelled, and then a helmet was substi- 
tuted for the hat and raised. No answering 
shot Came. 

The Meutenant concluded the robber had 
exhausteé his ammunition and leaped out on 
the roof, followed by six policemen. They 
dashed for the chimney, overpowered Broad.

Boss Barney Grogan rejoiced yesterday 
when F. J. Crowley, a plain clothes police- 
man, was reduced to a uniform. Crowley 
had helped capture Thomas Halley, wanted 
for murder. Halley was taken early in the 
morning in Grogan's barn in the rear of 824 
South Center avenue. 

Chief of: Police McWeeny ordered Crowley 
back to harness without explanation. 
The chief said nothing regarding Crowley's 
aid in the capture of a slayer for whom the 
police of Chicago and other cities have been 
searching for a week. 

Halley, after his arrest, admitted to the 
police he had been in Grogan’s barn since 
a week ago Monday. He refused to admit 
the saloon man knew he was in hiding there, 
but said “Johnny” Marshall, a bartender 


Cousin of Grogan, had taken him to the barn 


as a safe place to lie low” for a while. He 
aiso admitted he had been fed regularly 
while in hiding in the Grogan barn. 


Threatens to Get“ Crowley. 

Boss Grogan’s ire was aroused against 
Crowley on Saturday night, when Crow- 
ley, with Policemen Simon, Saranow, and 
O’Brien visited the Grogan groggery at 1160 
West Van Buren street, and began to question 
several men who make the Grogan place a

“I don’t know anything about the report 
that Grogan wes instrumental in getting the 
chief to issue the order,“ he said. ‘‘I have 
heard the report that Grogan had threatened 
to ‘get’ Crowley, but I don’t know whether 
or not he said that. I den't know of any 
reason why Crowley should be taken out of 
plain clothes and made to walk beat. He has 
been in no trouble as far as I know.’’ 


Bluecoat’s Friends Blame Boss: 

Crowley, who has been doing detective 
work out of the Desplaines street station 
for a year, and his friends firmly believe 
his only offense is that he came under the 
cispicasure of the political boss. 

All I know is that I was told that Gro- 

gan made threats to ‘get’ me after three 
other officers and myself visited hie saloon 
on Saturday night.“ Crowley said. “ We got 
a tip that we might get some information 
there as to the whereabouts of Halley. We 
later found the fellow on Grogan’s prem- 
ises and learned he had been hidden there 
by Grogan's relative, Marshall. Halley told 
us after his arrest that he went to Marshall 
and said he was in trouble. Marshall knew 
Halley had killed a man for it was in the 
papers on Monday morning. Marshall took 
the fellow wanted for murder ane kept him 
secreted in the barn. 
I haven't been in any trouble with my 
superior officers over any of my work. I 
know of no reason why the chief should re- 
duce me. I do know that I heard what Gro- 
gan said Saturday night and that an order 
for me to go back into uniform came this 
afternoon.” 

Both Chief McWeeny and Grogan were 
away from home at night and could not be 
reached. 


Crime Most Brutal of Months. 

The murder for which Halley was wanted 
is one of the most brutal, the police say, 
that has occurred in months. Halley quer- 
reled with an acquaintance, Joseph McNeir, 
and a week ago on Sunday armed himself 
with a révolver and sought his enemy. He 
founda MeNeir in the saloon of Enright & 
Thompson at 768 West Van Buren street. 
After MeNeir refused to accept Halley's 
“dare” to come out of the place, Halley 
drew a revolver and fired, the bullet hitting 
McNeir in the side. 

Halley then pointed the weapon at the fre- 
quenters in the place and backed out of the 
door. After he got outside he watched the 
saloon door and forbade those inside to come 
out on the street. Efforts to communicate 
with the policé or to get a physician over 
the telephone from the saloon failed, because 
the instrument was out of order. After al- 
most an hour McNeir, who was slowly bleed- 
ing to death from his wound, rushed out of 
the door for help. He had taken only a few 
steps outside the door when Halley shot bim⸗ 
the second time. McNeir staggered a m 
ment and fell dead. His slayer tan away 
before the arrival of the police. 


Grogan Despot of Police. 

Grogan’e influence in the police depart- 
ment has been a subject of comment among 
the members of the department ever since the 
present administration has been in office. He 
is eredited with having had much to say as 
to what policemen in the Desplaines street 
district should have the “soft "’ berths and 
who should travel “ beats.” Before Capt. 
Rehm was displaced as commander of the dis- 
trict by Capt. Meagher the followers of the 
boss boasted in west side saloons that 
“ Barney ” was going to have Rehm thrown 
out of the district. 

Grogan succeeded his brother-in-law, Ald. 
John Brennan, as boss of the Eighteenth 
ward, and his rule has been despotic since

NIGHT EXPOSE4N NEW YORK 


New York, July 29.—[Special.]—Lieat. 
Charles Becker was arrested tonight and held 
by Judge Mulqueen for murder in the first 
degree after Jack Rose, Becker's collector 
of gambling money, confessed that the police 
lieutenant hed ordered him to have Herman 
Rosenthal killed. 

The arrest and arraignment of Becker fol- 
lowed swiftly after Rose's confession and the 
confessions of Bridgie Webber and Harry 
Vallon, who corroborated Rose in important 
particulars. 

District Attorney Whitman, questioning 
the three prisoners for four hours this after- 
noon and this evening, pounded one against 
the other until they all broke down and said 
Rosenthal was shot down in front of the 
Metropole by a hired gang because Lieut. 
Becker wanted it done. | 


Grand Jury Acts Speedily. 

The grand jury acted speedily. With their 
confessians. warm-en-their lips Rose, Web 
‘Set, and Vallon went before the grand jury. 
put their hands on the Bible and swore they 
had told the whole truth. 

Within am hour the former commander cf 
the strong arm squad was in a cell in the 
Tombs. But the men who placed him there 
did not dare to leave the district attorney's 
office. 

Shaking with fear they begged the district 
attorney to keep them for the night in his 
office. And there they stayed under guard 
of four of Mr. Whitman's detectives. 

Rose’s confession, the most vital of the 
three, details how Becker six weeks ago told 
him that Herman Rosenthal had lived too 
jong, that Rosenthal had to be put out of the 
way, and that the men who did the job ad 
nothing to fear because he (Becker) was a 
power in the police department. 8o Rose 
went out and spread the word that the strong 
arm commander said stosenthal must be 
killed. He dropped hints here and there. He 
did more. 


Rounds Up Four Slayers. 


He sent for big Jack Selig and held a con- 
ference with that notorious gang leader of 
the east side. Through Selig, ranging down- 
ward through the strata of thugs and hired 
assassins, the arrangements were compleid. 

The four men who pistoled Rosenthal by 
this arrangement were Whitey Lewis, Lefty: 
Louis, Dago Frank, and Gib the Blood. Rose 
admits he rounded them up that night and 
saw that they were ready for the crime. It 
was for this purpose that the gray car of 
Libby and Shapiro was used. 

Rose is not sure, however, that they es- 
caped in the gray car, but he points to Ba¢k- 
er's promises of protection as a proof that 
the murderers did go clear of the police that 
night f 

Becker Phones “Don’t Worry.” 

The general manager of the killing, Rose, 
called Becker up by phone a few minutes 
after Rosenthal was dead on the sidewalk in 
front of the Metropole. He told Becker that 
it was a horrible thing. He said it was more 
than he expected. 

Ele was frightened clear to his heart and 
he was afraid to stir wtfhout a word of con- 
fidence from his master. And Becker said 
over the telephone, while he was meking

Washington, D. C., July 2.—[Special.J— 
The battleship advocates in the house of rep- 
Aseur- 
ances were given today by the Democratic 
leaders that consent would be given to the 
incorporation in the naval appropriation biil 
of an authorization for one battleship. 

There is a progpect that two battleships 
may be provided for, but there is no longer 
any doubt that the pending na val bill, as sub- 
mitted to the president, will carry en ap- 
propriation for one dreadnought. 

Speaker Clark and Leader Underwood have 
thrown their support to the advocates of the 
battkeehip program. At one of the caucuses 
held to pase on the question Mr. Underwood 
voted against additions to the battleship 
fleet. In the caucus assembled last week 
Speaker Clark voted to table the battleship 
resolutions. 

Mesers. Clark and Underwood have reached 
the conclusion that the sentiment of the coun- 
try fs in harmony with the declaration tn 
the Baltimore platform, which declares for 
“an adequate nayy.“ 


Compromise Now the Plan. 

Accordingly the weight of their influence 
has been thrown on the scales for one bat- 
tleship, and the indications are that one 
dreadnought will be authorized as a compro- 
mise with the senate, which incorporated an 
amendment in the naval bill providing for 
two capital vessels of war. 

Representative Willlam Sulzer of New 
York, who gave notice that he would not be 
bound by the caucus decision against bat- 
tieships, was informed im an authoritative 
way today that the advocates of “an ade.. 
quate navy would have their way. Mr. 
Sulzer and those leagued with him are happy 
over this concession, but as a matter of pre- 
caution they intend to continue the agitatioh 
for two additional battleships.
